Messrs Editors—Belieyej i 
not generally understood, rede 2 
seldom need cutting or slicing, I veda 
state that for three years past, I have in

when fed whole, and cattle never choak 
on them. When I practiced cutting 
scores of cattle were sometimes choaked 
in a season; and here permit me to remark 
|that when such an accident occurs 
use a flexible rod about four feet lon 1 
| three-fourths of an inch in diameter: pr 
| a wad of tow, the size ofa hen’s egg around 
jthe butt end; tie a rag tightly over it 
| grease it and push gently down the throat. 
| To keep the mouth open take a piece of 
| hard wood, one foot long, four inches wide 
one inch thick, bring the ends to the point 
bore a hole one anda halfinches diameter 
|through the center, push through the 
| mouth, turn on the edge and pass the rod 
through thehole. Ihave never failed in 


| any instanes in thus giving effectual and 


permanest relief. With such an appara- 
tus on hand, five minutes is sufficient to 
relieve the worst cases.

dustry. That the Russian serf, is but a slave, 
however skillful a. farmer he may be—however 
fertile the soil he cultivates or astonishing its 
productions. Hence a man is an emperor or a 
serf—a king or a peasant—a master or a slave, 
according to the laws under which he lives.— 
Hence the necessity for all classes to look well 
to the nature and tendency of all laws under 
which they live. 

He now stated that Congress had neglected 
the farming interests of the country, and that he 
had watched the debates on the Tariff question 
with an eagle eye, to see if the leading men at 
Washington, in giving further protection to man- 
ufactures, entertained any design of doing any 
thing for agriculture, and to his sorrow, he heard 
nothing from which one could infer the 
facts that we were a great agricultural people. 
He stated that there Was no duty on the great 
agricul.uial staple, hides—that our markets were 
at times full of foreign products—that the silk 
and the sugar business was as feasible and bid 
as fair to be as profitable as the cotton and 
woolen manufacturing, when they were literally 
forced into the country by high tarlfis—that du- 
jes were refund d to Railroad Pp and not 
to farmers—that in these matters he believed Con- 
gress could render agriculture efficient aid—that 
unless American farmers could receive the pro- 
tection and aid of Congress, and have the mo- 
nopoly of the home market, he asked what ade- 
quate consideration the farmers of the country 
received for paying fifteen in every twenty mil- 
lions of tariff taxes. : 

As to legislative action, he said that class of 
the community upon whom are cast an unequal 
share of the public burdens, for a series of years, 
by an unjust and unequal system of taxation, 
must in the course of things become depressed, 
impoverished and degraded—look at England, 
for instance, to illustrate the truth of this posi- 
tion.

STATISTICS OF INSANITY. 

By the last census, there are 17,181 insane 
persons in the United States, and the estimated 
number of those who annually become insane 
is 5719. There are sixteen insane asylums in 
the country, containing something less than 
2000 patients, and receiving some 1200 annually. 
Several other asylums are soon to go into oper- 
ation, but, at the most, they can receive but one 
fifth of the insane in the United States. The 
average proportion of the insane to the whole 
population is as 1 to 990. Massachusetts gives 
an average of 1 to 580, and Rhode Island of 1 
to 508. The six New England States show al- 
together the largest proportion of tht insane; 
and of the long settled States, Louisiana is 
most free from this disease, her proportion being 
only 1 to 3592. Of the various asylums in the 
United States, the per cent. of recoveries is as 
follows:—The Retreat, at Hartford, 56.17 per 
cent; Bloomingdale, N. Y., 46 per cent. nearly; 
McLean, Charlestown, Mass., 43.51 per cent., 
and the Massachusetts State Asylum, at Wor- 
cester, 42.30 per cent. The annual mortality 
in the British asylum, has averaged 21; in the 
French, 32; and in the American 12 per cent., 
since their respéctive establishment, within the 
last 88 years. We copy the above from the late 
Report of the Prison Discipline Society, where 
may be found many interesting accounts of the 
condition of the asylums and prisons in the U- 
States. °
